Storing the sw eet potato crop ha* 
been one of the most serious prob­ 
lem s of the sw eet potato grower. The 
practice of storing in banks, pits, or 
trenches is not safe or satisfactory. 
Sweet potatoes should be cured and 
then kept in a dry place and at a 
temperature bjf about fifty to sixty de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, as shown in Bulle­ 
tin No. 197 of the Alabama Experi­ 
ment Station, which haa just bqen pub­ 
lished. 
Those growing fifty bushels, 
or more, can well afTord to build a 
storage house as described in the 
above named bulletin. 
If the grower 
has but five to fifty bushels, they may 
be handled as follows: 
When the potatoes are well matured 
they should be dug. sorted and cured. 
Do not wait for frost 
to 
kill 
the 
vines, as froten potatoes are danger­ 
ous for food and are hard to ket p. 
The curing may be done by grading 
and spreading the potatoes in the sun 
for a week to ten days, being care­ 
ful to protect them from rain or heavy 
dew s.% At the end of this period the 
potatoes may be packed in barrels, 
boxes, or crates and placed iij a dry 
room and protected from freeting. 
Or 
they may be placed in an out room 
that is dry and protected from the 
cold by covering with dry fodder, hay 
or pine straw. 
Do not use cellars or 
outhouses with dirt floors that are 
damp. 
If a vacant room is available that 
has means of heating, the potatoes 
may be kept there by carefully sort­ 
ing 
and 
placing in 
slatted 
boxes, 
crates, or hampers, or 
the 
slatted 
potato barrel. 
A fire should be built 
as soon as the potatoes are brought 
Into the room, raising the temperature 
to eighty or eighty-five degrees Fahr­ 
enheit if possible, with windows and 
door open. 
Continue the fire for ten 
days or until the potatoes appear to be 
thoroughly cured. 
On cold nights dur­ 
ing the curing, 
the room 
may be 
closed. 
As soon as the potatoes are cured, 
the room is closed. During a cold spell, 
when th e temperature in the room 
falls to forty-five degrees Farenheit 
and the temperature outside is still 
falling, a fire should be built, but not 
hot enough to raise the temperature 
above sixty degrees. 
If a farmer has just a few bushels 
and has plenty of floor space, the po­ 
tatoes can be fairly well cured by 
spreading out in thin lavers on the 
floor and Jet remain until cured and 
tthen store in box or barrel as describ­ 
ed above.

FORMALIN TREATMENT 
FOR SMUT ON OATS 


By D. J, Burleson. Agronomist for i 
tension. 
Sr*#»r*A by f ifeo .iee S*rvt««. Auburn. A t* 
Oat smut I* found In ail parts of 
Alabama. 
It frequently decreases tho 
yield from 10 to 20 p<*r r«*nt 
This 
means a loss of several dollars per* 
a* re 
The formalin treateuMSt costaj 
about five cents per acre and w ill 
absolutely control oat smut. 
One of tho sim plest way* to apply 
this treatem* nt Is as follows: Add two 
tnblespoonfuls of formalin 
to 
each, 
three gallons of water. 
Spread the 
s**c(| oats out on a wagon sheet o•) 
other heavy cloth 
Thoroughly wet a ll 
the teed by sprinkling with the solun 
tion while stirring. Draw up the «or­ 
nen» of the sheet to covtr the seed’ 
eo that the fumes from the forramttn 
ere held in. 
After about eight hours 
spread out the seed thinly to dry. so 
that germination w ill not begin 
The 
seed may be sown while damp but 
more seed should be used to allow for 
swollen condition of grain. Before re­ 
sat king, the sacks should be treated 
with a solution of formalin stronger 
than that given above. 
This treatment 
will 
also prevent 
stinking smut on wheat, but It will not 
prevent loose or black smut on wheat» 
Stinking smut seem s not to be suf- 
, iclcn tly prevalent to make the foN 
malln always advisable for wheat. But 
it should always be used for oats. 


COTTON SEED MEAL FOR WHEAT«

Cottonseed mea! te a good fertilize» 
for carrying the nitrogen required by 
wheat. 
Hffwever. in using cottonseed 
meal at the rate of one hundred or 
more pounds per acre, one should be 
careful that the meal does not come 
In Immediate contact with the seed 
wheat. 
For example—they should not 
be sown at the sam e time through the 
grain drill, when this amount or some 
larger amount of cottonseed meal is 
used. 
Repeatedly we have noted tha 
fact that such close contact causes a 
poor stand of wheat. 
The cottonseed meal should first be 
applied, and fr possible, harrowed in, 
and then the seed wheat sown. 
Oata 
are apparently subject to injury in the 
sam e way. but 
apparently 
they re* 
quire a h rser amount of cottonseed 
meal to thin the stand. 
There is not the sam e objection to 
r.e- <ng eeid phosphate and seed graUi 
lu 
lose contact.
